Sugar contended the corporation 
did not come into court “with clean 
hands” ; Chrysler counsel charged 
the union with unlawful conspiracy 
to seize the plants and destroy the 
corporation’s business.

pickets walked in opposite direc­ 
tions on sidewalks 
around 
the 
county building. 
Inside, more than a thousand 
persons— including a fewr women 
— jammed a long-third floor cor­ 
ridor near Circuit

Allan 
Campbell’s court room, where the 
hearing was held. 
Sidewalks 
across 
the 
streets 
from Detroit’s 
business 
district, 
were crowded with spectators. 
The crowd, inside and out, was 
estimated by police at close to 5,- 
0 0 0 . 
Occasional “Boo*” 
In the court 
itself, 
spectators 
were limited to hardly more than 
50, the tiny room’s seating Capac 
tty. 
Judge Campbell, who made no 
comment on the pickets, ordered 
a window closed after noise and 
and occasional “ boos” from the 
street attracted attention.

steps of the building. 
Shop stewards of

Deputy sheriffs and union ste­ 
wards maintained a narrow lane

There was many a felt-collar over­ 
coat and gray fedora hat in the 
line of hard, determined faces.

Detroit, March I 3 (ZP)--The Ger­ 
man consulate in Detroit was pic­ 
keted today by the 
Jewish 
anti- 
Nazi federation of Detroit, after 
members of the federation were 
ejected from the consulate office 
by police. 
Police continued to watch the 
picketers but made no effort to 
halt the demonstration. 
Fritz Hailer, the German con­ 
sul, refused 
to 
receive 
Phillip 
Honor, leader of the group, when 
they appeared in his outer office, 
armed with a resolution protest­ 
ing the “ insult to American wo­ 
manhood on the part of the Ger­ 
man press.” The protest referred 
to statements made by 
the 
Ger­ 
man papers in commenting on tho 
remarks of Mayor F. H. LaGuar- 
dia of New York, 
The resolution later was hand­ 
ed to Haller’s secretary, and Hon­ 
or said he would ask Hailer for 
"an expression on the resolution” 
next week. After the action, 
the 
pickets quietly dispersed.

signs 
reading “out

“out with Nazi spies.” This was in 
reference to statements by Fritz 
Kuhn, Detroit chemist, to a house 
committee in Washington, assert­ 
ing there are 200,000 uniformed 
Germans in the United States.

In the present state of public 
opinion, any gesture of this gov­

The passage of 
the so-called Neutrality act is in­ 
dicative of this country’s determi­ 
nation to keep out, not only of 
entangling alliances, but out of 
any kind of 
political 
relations 
with 
Europe. 
This column be­ 
lieves that this is an ostrichlike 
attitude, 
We 
are entangled in 
Europe and elsewhere up to the 
eyes, and unless we intend to go 
in for the very things which wre 
have most criticized in other na­ 
tions, and which would upset our 
social organization more than the 
President's

Court pro­ 
posals, namely economic national­ 
ism, we shall continue to be en­ 
tangled.

HEARING OVER 
COURT CHANGE 
MAY CONTINUE 


ADMINISTRATION IS 
AFRAID OF LACK 
OF SUPPORT 


(By The Associated Press) 
Washington, March 13 — Ad­ 
ministration leaders, still doubt­ 
ful of their ability to get a fav­ 
orable vote from the senate judi­ 
ciary committee on tho Roosevelt 
court 
legislation, 
hinted 
today 
that the hearings might continue 
for more than a month. 
Although 
some 
committee 
members were already showing 
impatience at what 
they 
called 
repetitious testimony, 
Chairman 
Ashurst (D-Ariz) said the hear­ 
ings might be permitted to run 
until the latter part of April. 
Asserting 
that 
the 
division 
within tho 18 man committee is 
now about 9 to 9, Ashurst said he 
might be “stymied” In trying to 
get the bill out to the senate. He 
expressed the belief that the long­ 
er the measure is delayed the bet­ 
ter its prospects will be. 
The schedule for next week’s 
hearings 
was 
suddenly changed 
today, 
when 
opposition leaders 
notified Ashurst they would not 
be ready to open with testimony 
by Senator Wheeler (D-Mont) as 
planned. 
The committee 
chairman 
an­ 
nounced that hearings would not 
he resumed until 
Tuesday, 
and 
that 
tho 
administration would 
continue to present favorable tes­ 
timony throughout next week. 
The following 
week 
will 
he 
turned over to the opposition, he 
said. 
When the change w'as first an­ 
nounced, it was said that James 
M. Landis, chairman of the se­ 
curities commission, would be the 
next administration witness. 
But 
this arrangement 
was cancelled 
later and Ashurst said he did not 
know who would go on. 
The committee chairman said 
that the administration probably 
would put on seven state govern­ 
ors to testify for 
the 
Roosevelt 
proposal, which calls for the ap­ 
pointment 
of 
one 
new 
federal 
judge for each jurist over 70 who 
declines to retire. 


Cruiser Rescues 
8 Persons From 
Burning Vessel 


Honolulu, March 13 (ZP)— The 
cruiser louisville raced more than 
350 miles In less than 12 hours to 
rescue eight passengers adrift in 
lifeboats from the flaming British 
ship Sllverlarch today. 
The Louisville took aboard four 
women and four men passengers 
in tho mid-Pasciflc maritime dra­ 
ma. 
The Rilverlarch’s crew 
of 
40 
chose to battle 
on 
against

flames in her hold, risking get­ 
ting their ship to Honolulu, 400 
miles away. 
Transfer of the passengers w*as 
completed within half an hour of 
the 
Louisville’s 
arival 
at

scene at 4:46 p. rn. (EST). The 
passengers had been adrift less 
than three hours. 
Captain W. S. Farber 
of

Louisville immediately asked na­ 
val headquarters at

posal of the refugees.

Dr. Elihu Thomson 
Claimed By Death 


Swampscott, Mass., March J3 (ZP) 
—Death today ended the long ca­ 
reer of Dr. Elihu Thomson, world­ 
famous scientist. 
Like his friend of many years, 
Thomas Edison, ho w'on fame as 
a pioneer in electricity. 
Ixmg before the turn of the cen­ 
tury, the 83-year-old English-born 
inventor won his first patent. 
In 
the years that follow'ed he won 
nearly 700 others. 
Best known of 
these was his invention of electric 
arc welding. 
An illness that began in January 
marked the end of his activity and 
caused death. At his bedside when 
he died was his widow, the former 
Clarissa Bovey of Boston, and his 
three sons, Roland D. Thomson of 
Schenectady, N. Y., Malcolm Thom­ 
son of Swampscott and Donald T. 
Thomson of Rye, N. Y. 
Funeral services will be held at 
2 p. rn. Monday in

church in nearby Lynn with Rev. 
Cloyd Valentine, pastor, officiating.

M arkers on the

th a t the ice rivers 
‘flow'’ 
more 
rapidly in the center than on the 
sides, faster on 
top 
than 
be­ 
neath. B ut rapid m ovem ent for a 
glacier is usually slow er than slow 
motion, for th e ra te is measured 
in inches per day. Some runaw ays 
may 
cover 
30 feet in a day, like 
Childs Glacier in Alaska, but most 
of them would keep pace with the 
hour hand of a wratch. 
“ The m ajority of glaciers are 
m elting m ore rapidly than their 
ra te of advance.

PEAKING at an Escanaba rally Friday 
evening, State Highway Com m issioner 
M urray D. Van W agoner 
pointed

pride to the record of accom plishm ents 
during the past four years of his adm inis­ 
tration. 
T he record shows 1,0 75 miles of 
highways hard-surfaced, 55 bridges and 
49 grade separations constructed. In a d ­ 
dition to m any m inor projects and m ain­ 
tenance services.

Under tho other system, an editor says 
nothing w hatever w ithout the approval of 
the central governm ent. His lightest word 
reflects the feeling of his overlord.

Each system has its defects. 
Rut can 
any American doubt th a t tho system of no 
control at all Is a lot easier to live under 
than the system of too m uch control? 


Is That Efficiency? 
A 
N OTHER "treaso n tr ia l” seem s to be In 
the m aking a t Moscow. 
Alexis L. Rykov and Nikolai B ukharin, 
until recently tw o of the m ost prom inent 
men in the Russian scheme of things, have 
been expelled from the C om m unist party; 
lf things go according to schedule, they 
will presently be facing tho grim Soviet 
courts Just as o th e r equally distinguished 
R ussians have done before them . 
D uring th e French revolution, someone 
rem ark ed th a t “ the revolution is devour­ 
ing its own ch ild ren .” 
Never was 
the 
tru th of this aphorism brought out more 
terribly th a n d urin g the past year in Rn • 
sia. 
Sixteen 
prom inent 
revolutionist I 
w ere tried, convicted of treason, and ex­ 
ecuted, last Ju ly ; last Jan uary , 17 m ore 
were tried and convicted, 13 of them be­ 
ing shot. 
Now, apparently, the process Is 
to be repeated once more. 
One's first reaction to this sort of thing 
is to sh u d d e r with horror and conclude 
th a t Russia is at the mercy 
of 
a 
con­ 
scienceless band of assassins. 
And yet— 
ruthless as th e Stalin clique undoubtedly 
is— we would miss the point of the whole 
thing if we dism issed It in th a t fashion. 
W hat is significant about it all Is that 
these ou tb u rsts of cold, calculated violence 
are part of the price th a t m ust be paid for 
a dictatorship. 
It was so 
in 
Germany, 
w here Roehm and his followers were kill­ 
ed in the fam ous “ blood purg e.” 
It has 
been so in Italy. 
T hat it is so In Russia, 
the treason trials bear eloquent witness. 
F o r a dictatorship has no room for an 
opposition. 
The state m ust be completely 
responsive to a single will; as a logical 
corollary, no one may question th a t will, 
o r do an y th in g which in any way weakens 
it or d istracts it from its purpose. 
So a dictato rial machine m ust be com­ 
pletely ruthless. 
The men in charge of 
It are not dictators because they are blood­ 
thirsty and unscruplous; they are blood­ 
th irsty and unscrupulous because they are 
dictators 
would very soon cease to be dictators. 
And this leads us to a point w orth bear­ 
ing in mind. 
T he Fascist and the Com m unist share 
the nation th a t democracy is too inefficeint 
and cum bersom e to cope with the diverse 
problem s of this modern world. 
They dif­ 
fer as to th e remedy, but (hey do agree 
th a t only a dictato r can “ get things done” 
neatly and w ith dispatch. 
W hatever its 
faults, it is at least efficient. 
B ut— is it? 
Is it efficiency, to live by 
a system which compels you to kill all 
th e prom inent men who do not agree with 
you? 
Does democracy, which is able to 
use the talents of the public men who h a p ­ 
pen to be in the m inority, commit itself to 
any such outlandish and costly inefficiency 
as th at? 
Is not a dictatorship, with its spies, its 
blood purges, and its subterranean tre a ­ 
sons, actually the m ost inefficient form of 
governm ent th a t could possibly be 
de­ 
vised?

FLYING SQUADRON CH EATR DEATH 
(Ionising State Journal) 
SPRING, regarded by all m ankind as 
the season of new life, now’ hope and hap ­ 
piness, will soon be upon us. 
Yet, for many, it will m ean— not life, 
but d e a th —tho beginning of th a t period 
when ragin g 
maniacs 
behind 
steering 
wheels come out in ever-increasing n u m ­ 
bers to contribu te their hits to the death 
daneo of the highways. 
Only last week Michigan counted 
its 
weok-ond tragedies and learned th a t ten 
lives hnd been sacrificed to the god of 
speed, in a little more th an tw’enty-four 
hours. 
Not particularly un u su al— but so 
utterly unnecessary. 
Yes, Indeed, som ething can 
be 
done 
about it. 
But tragedies of

n atu re 
cannot be halted merely by the utterauco

Swift action causes highw ay 
tragedy.

Moreover, Instead of 
husbanding its fiscal resources for

perative social Im provem ents, tho govern­ 
m ent has em barked on a program of mili­ 
tarization which absorbs about 25 per cent 
of its budgetary expenditure. 
The m ilitary program involves perhaps 
the greatest danger to the success of the 
independence effort. 
Avowedly designed 
to m ake conquest of the Islands so diffi­ 
cult th a t no aggressor will 
hazard 
the 
task, this program institutes a thorough­ 
going conscription system which will train 
4 00,000 reservists in ten years. 
Critics 
believe th a t tho

would prove ineffective against a naval 
blockade, and that It might ho used 
to 
support a dictatorship. 
Since Field Mar­ 
shal M acArthur, leader of tile American 
m ilitary mission in the Islands, rem ains an

also been aroused th a t tho Filipino pro­ 
gram m ay he intended to strengthen Amer­ 
ican m ilitary power in the event of w’ar 
with Jap an .

On Peninsula 
For Record

Washington, D. C.—Michigan has 
benefited 
more 
than 
any 
other 
sta te from the Roosevelt program, 
particularly as regards agriculture, 
according to Rep. Frank E. Hook. 
In a speech, written for tho Con­ 
gressional Record, Rep. Hook says, 
in part: 
“The agricultural program of the 
Roosevelt administration is a m a­ 
jor factor responsible for the re­ 
surgence of national prosperity dur­ 
ing tho last four years. 
The agri­ 
cultural adjustm ent program has 
been the spear head of the attack 
against the causes of agricultural 
depression. 
The expense to the 
government of agricultural adjust­ 
m ent and other phases of the agri­ 
cultural program has been repaid 
many times over to the people of 
America in the increase in farm er 
purchasing power and the resulting 
advancement in business. 
“If full cooperation is given to 
the Roosevelt program addressed 
toward 
national 
prosperity, 
and 
those * h o work on the land and in 
the factories are given proportion­ 
ate shares in the increased wealth 
they help to create, there will be 
no widespread strikes or other in­ 
ternal disturbances that can th reat­ 
en the advancement 
of 
national 
prosperity. 
“ I have hopes that the general 
program will include a project that 
will clear up the highly productive 
cut-over land in upper Michigan and 
Wisconsin and place into cultiva­ 
tion the land that was denuded of 
its forests in the wild scramble 
for profits by the lumber barons 
and take a destitute people off of 
relief and place them on real farm s 
so that they will be able to make 
a decent living for them selves and 
their families. 
“The state of Michigan, owing to 
the overshadowing influence of its 
great automobile, furniture, lumber, 
and iron interests, is not generally 
regarded in the public mind as one 
of the leading agricultural states of 
the Union. 
Nevertheless, in the 
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beets, potatoes, fruit 
drug plants 
vegetables, canned products, seed 
of field and garden crops, Michigan 
ranks among the 
leading 
states. 
All of these interests are benefited 
directly as a result of the agricul­ 
tural, financial, and Industrial poli­ 
cies of the federal governm ent in­ 
stituted in 1933. 
“The agricultural adjustm ent pro­ 
gram gave a tremendous stimulus 
to the growing of alfalfa and other 
soil-conserving crops In Michigan. 
Michigan is now the first state In 
acreage of alfalfa and in the pro­ 
duction of alfalfa seed. 
All of her 
agricutural products are meeting a 
strong demand from a public with 
greatly increased purchasing pow­ 
er. 
The automobile industry, the 
furniture industry, the mining In­ 
dustry of Michigan, and other men- 
ufacturing industries gained from 
1933 on. as a result of the Increased 
purchasing 
pow’er of f a r m e r s 
throughout the nation 
and 
em­ 
ployees out of w'ork in 1932 re­ 
turned by tho thousands to work 
in 
expanding 
industrial 
plants. 
Michigan, prostrate In 1932, has 
been 
revived 
and 
strengthened 
more than any other state agricul­ 
turally, Industrially, and financially 
by the Roosevelt program. 
“From an agricultural standpoint, 
with the continuation of the agri­ 
cultural adjustm ent program, great­ 
er income should result than was 
secured by Michigan farm ers dur­ 
ing the high peak of 1936. 
The 
program of sound land use is cre­ 
ating in Michigan great state and 
federal forest areas 
for 
timber, 
wildlife, and recreational uses, and 
is changing vast areas of marginal 
lands into assets of great value to 
the state and nation. 
The great 
tourist industry of 
Michigan 
in­ 
creased 20 per cent last year, break­ 
ing all previous records. 
“lf the outlay of necessary gov­ 
ernmental expenditures is not cur­ 
tailed, and provided the president’s 
suprem e court program is passed 
by congress, the New Deal in all of 
its features will be put to work 
effectively for the people, unham ­ 
pered by shackles forged by an 
outmoded and outvoted tory regime, 
and the nation will enjoy an un­ 
precedented 
prosperity. 
Let 
us 
hope that this benign prosperity, 
within the grasp of the people of 
America, will not be perm itted to 
linger forever on the far horizon 
but will be brought now to all of 
the people.”

Move To Consolidate 
W elfare Agencies in 
State G ets Attention 


As the result of widespread stu­ 
dies throughout the 
state 
for 
a 
number of years there has been a 
growing interest In Michigan in the 
many agencies now engaging in the 
various forms of welfare aid and 
relief in tho state and counties. 
During his administration, former 
Governor Fitzgerald appointed a 
welfare study commission. 
This commission worked out a 
plan to eliminate 
costly 
duplica­ 
tion of effort by consolidating so 
far as possible the various agen­ 
cies. Going out of office Fitzgerald 
recommended that the report of the 
commission he given thorough con­ 
sideration. 
Governor Frank Murphy in his 
inaugural address directed atten­ 
tion once more to the need for re­ 
organization of Michigan’s system 
of welfare aid. As a result a series 
of bills have been introduced into 
tho state senate by Senators Brooks 
and Brake, which is passed will 
give Michigan an integrated wel­ 
fare and relief system.

The proposed integrated sys­ 
tem would also meet the require­ 
ments of the federal social security 
act which requires central county 
and stato distribution systems. 
On January 4 the Delta county 
board of supervisors passed a reso­ 
lution favoring an integrated pro­ 
gram. 
Since then Senators Brooks 
and Brake have introduced the bills 
to provide such a system.

Welfare is an issue in Michigan 
because welfare is the most expen­ 
sive single function of government, 
costing approximately a hundred 
million a year and 
because 
the 
State Emergency Relief Adminis­ 
tration, organized for tho period of 
the depression, is going out of ex­ 
istence, and new machinery must 
he set up to supplant the obsolete, 
wasteful and ineffectual poor relief 
methods provided by statutes dat­ 
ing back to territorial times. 
Large Relief Group 
Michigan has undergone funda­ 
mental and far-reaching economic 
changes, such as the passing of 
the lumber industry and the decline 
of mining, which left stranded large 
sections of tho population; because 
of the rise of modern industry with 
its problems of seasonal and tech­ 
nological unemployment and con­ 
gested population, none of which 
were foreseen by the framers of 
existing poor laws, which laws are 
therefore ineffectual, obsolete and 
inadequate. 
Because tho relief problem is no 
longer a local m atter but one that 
calls for cooperative planning by 
federal, state and county govern­ 
ments, there is a need for planned 
methods of rehabilitation to sup­ 
plant the measures of the present 
and past which tend to create a de­ 
pendent class, permanently pauper­ 
ized, which is contrary to Michigan 
and American traditions. 
Approxi­ 
mately 500,000 people, or IO per 
cent of the state’s population, are 
on relief in Michigan. 
In some of 
the counties tho 
percentage 
is 
much higher: 28 per cent in Delta 
county and 48.1 per cent in Kewee­ 
naw county, are examples. In many 
communities the relief costs alone 
now amount to more than the total 
which can be raised by taxation for 
all governmental purposes.

Twelve years of successful oper­ 
ation finds Miami and San F ran­ 
cisco still the leaders in municipal 
marina development, according to 
a report on a national survey made 
by the National Association of E n­ 
gine and Boat Manufacturers. 
They w ere the first cities to rec­ 
ognize the value of public facilities 
for pleasure boating and both mu­ 
nicipalities have made periodic im­ 
provements to their 
basins,

HOLC OFFICE TO 
REM AINING 


Marquette Branch Has Six 
on Stuff; Loans Made 
to Nearly 1,000 


Marquette, March 13 — Although 
the primary function of tile home 
owners’ loan corporation was ended 
by 
congressional 
legislation 
last 
year, there is no reason to believe 
that the Marquette office will be 
closed for a long time, L. B. Stev­ 
ens, district manager in charge of 
the upper peninsula, said yesterday. 
Loans made through HOLC were 
for 15 years and property has been 
sold on a 15-year basis. Stevens 
pointed out, so it is evident that 
the HOLC has several years to run. 
However, 
instead 
of 
making 
loans, th© function of that organiza­ 
tion now is to collect installments 
due from loans made prior to June, 
1936. to make property inspections, 
flre-loss adjustm ents and generally 
service tho loans already made. 
Office Here Since 1934 
The upper peninsula branch office 
has been located boro sinco the 
spring of 1934 when it was moved 
from St. Ignace. It was established 
there in August, 1933. 
The 
original 
function 
of 
the 
HOLC was to make loans to home­ 
owners distressed by the financial 
and economic depression and who 
were unablo to m eet mortgages and 
other liens on their property. 
Un- 
dor this plan it mad© loans ranging 
from a few hundred dollars up to 
$14,000, the maximum under tho 
act. 
“Many loans of less than $300 
were made at tile start of the pro­ 
gram," Stevens said, “hut this soon 
was recognized as an unwise policy 
as tho interest and administering 
expenses were out of proportion to 
the Hize of the loans." The average 
loan made through tho HOLC is 
about $2,000, he added. 
Tho organization operates under 
the federal home loan bank hoard, 
created by former President Hoover 
in 1932 and enlarged 
under 
the 
Roosevelt administration. Tho orig­ 
inal appropriation of June, 1933, 
was for one billion dollars. 
This 
was later increased to four billions. 
When the loaning activities of the 
HOLC were curtailed in June, 1936, 
a considerable amount of the four 
billion dollars was returned to the 
government, unused. 
About 
1,000 
loans 
have 
been 
made by tile HOLC in the upper 
peninsula, affecting more than 5,000 
persons, Stevens estimated. 
“Tho HOLC has become nearly 
self-liquidating,” Stevens said, “and 
this is really unusual when one 
stops to consider the typo of loans 
which were made under the stress 
of the times and the uncertainty 
of assets." 
Original Staff of 25 
The original staff of the HOLC 
office in Marquette included about 
25 stenographers, clerks, supervis­ 
ors 
and 
investigators. 
Prior to 
June, 1936, a legal staff of one staff 
lawyer mid several fee-hasis law­ 
yers was maintained. 
Tho staff now consists of five 
persons besides Mr. Stevens. Three 
ar© clerks, one an appraiser and 
recondition supervisor and the re­ 
maining member is assistant dis­ 
trict service supervisor.

Dynamo Whirls 
As Tornado In 
Steel ‘Balloon'

Pittsburgh— In atmospheres of 
hydrogen instead of air, electric 
generators are making new rec­ 
ords In production. 
New’ 
machines aro housed in 
air-tight steel tanks, tho size of 
box cars. 
All air is pumped oui 
Bnd pure hydrogen pumped in. 
In 
this artificial climate the 
generators respond with a big in­ 
crease in electric power. 
Tho hy­ 
drogen “a ir” alone boosts the out­ 
put from 20 to 25 per cent. 
The machines “feel'* w’hat to a 
hum an being, bolding his breath 
In the tank, would be a sense of 
coolness. 
They also “feel" what 
Would am ount to lightness. 
At Tornado Speed 
The coolness is because of the 
fact th a t in hydrogen heat flows 
from a body seven times faster 
than in air. 
The 
sensation 
of 
lightness comes from the extreme 
tv light weight of the hydrogen at­ 
mosphere. 
It weighs only seven 
per cent as much as air and has 
Very little wind resistance. 
The generator’s rotor revolves 
3.600 times, the equivalent of six 
miles a minute. In air that would 
be tornado speed. 
Hydrogen also has intimacy of 
contact. 
It probably gets closer 
to the metal surfaces because hy­ 
drogen particles are smaller than 
those of air. 
The result is that 
heat is picked up from metal one 
and thirty-five hundredths times 
faster thau air would do it. 
The big gray tanks might be 
called whippets of industry. One 
built to a size that two years ago 
yielded only 25,000 
horsepower 
produces 75,000 
horsepower 
in 
hydrogen.

usual slide library and each of 
his lectures on Haiti Is illustrated 
with about IOO slides. During the 
summer of 1926 he again visited 
these islands. 
Dr. Hall spent the year 1928- 
29 in Japan, making a thorough 
study of conditions there.

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Sit-Down ‘Test Runs’ 
Create W orries For 
Both Capital, Labor

As though a child had been pre­ 
sented suddenly with a high-pow- 
ored motor car, the United States 
is pushing the levers and trying 
out the speed of its most powerful 
new 
industrial 
device— the sit- 
down strike. 
Less than six months after tho 
first large U. 8. sitdown strike, 
they blanketed the country. 
The 
eagerness of the American worker 
to try out his new gadget has pro­ 
duced what seems almost a mania 
of sitdown comparable to the van­ 
ished vogues for mah jougg or 
jig-saw puzzles. 
Unexpected phases and results 
of 
the 
sitdowns have revealed 
themselves almost daily. Thought­ 
ful labor leaders and industrial 
eaders are studying the record to 
find out how fast the car will go, 
how well it steers, and whether 
it has any brakes. 
Threat to Leadership 
It would be hard to overempha­ 
size 
the spontaneity of the sit- 
lown 
strikes. 
It is extremely

doubtful that the Lewis-directed 
CIO actually planned the auto sit- 
downs as and when they occurred. 
No Lewis leader has ever offi­ 
cially 
sanctioned 
the 
sitdown 
strike as the CIO tactic, and tho 
A. F. of L. has mildly deplored Its 
use as a frequent negation of the 
rights of the majority, as a threat 
to discipline and contractual rela­ 
tions. and as smacking of ‘‘Com­ 
munism.” 
Nevertheless many A. 
F. of L. unions have been as quick 
to seize on the sitdown technique 
locally, observing that, regardless 
of finespun argument, it worked 
In many of tho widely scattered 
sltdowns, 
no 
recognized 
labor 
leaders appeared at all, or certain­ 
ly not until the strike was well 
under way. 
Given a single exam­ 
ple, workers all over the country 
Instantly 
saw 
the 
possibilities, 
and acted. 
In fact, the very simplicity of 
the sitdown method constitutes an 
Indirect 
threat to union leader­ 
ship. 
Take 
the example of a 
“standup” strike In a Cleveland 
restaurant. 
The waitresses were 
not, and are not unionized. 
They 
just “got together,” appointed a 
temporary spokesman, and stood 
by their tables, leaving meals un­ 
served 
until an agreement war 
reached on their demands. Within 
15 minutes they had the manage­ 
ment’s agreement to negotiate de­ 
mands. 
Such simplicity as this, with no 
walking delegates no permanent 
officers, no perpetual dues deduc­ 
tions, is scarcely pleasant for pro­ 
fessional union leaders to contem­ 
plate. 
Contracts Endangered 
Similarly, the very volume of 
the strikes has embarrassed labor 
leaders. 
They were ill-prepared

In some cases, as when John 
Lewis 
ordered 
tho 
Uniontown 
miners out of tho mine 
tunnel 
where they had “sat down,” the 
very ease of 
starting 
sitdowns 
militated 
against 
discipline and 
even against contracts. 
Many leaders of large unions 
found that once they had signed 
an agreement, local units which 
never would have dared declare 
an orthodox strike without 
the 
national union’s backing did not 
hesitate to “sit down” on the job 
at some minor displeasure, thus 
Jeopardizing tho stability of the 
national contract. 
The hasty and Impromptu na­ 
ture of most sitdowns has shoved 
the Wagner 
act into the back­ 
ground. 
Neither employers (who 
often question the constitutional­ 
ity 
of 
the act) 
nor organized 
workers (who feel that the act’s 
machinery Is too slow and uncer­ 
tain compared to the direct action 
of a quick sitdown) have made 
use of the Wagner Act machinery 
of late. 
The procedure of holding an 
election in an appropriate division 
of industry and allowing the win­ 
ner to bargain for all has gone by 
the 
hoard 
in the flurry of sit­ 
downs. 
Situations Changes 


President Green of the A. F. of 
L. finds himself In a curious po­ 
sition. 
A year or more ago he 
worked for passage of the Wagner 
Act. 
At the time he was hoping that 
his auto union, the United Auto 
Workers, would achieve a majori­ 
ty in the auto plants and thus ex-' 
elude from bargaining such min­ 
ority units as tho Mechanics’ Edu­ 
cation 
Society, 
the 
Dinginess 
Welfare Club, the Metal Polishers, 
the 
Society 
of Designing Engi­ 
neers, and the like. 
Today, with 
the United Auto Workers 
gone! 
over to Lewis’ CIO, and approach­ 
ing a majority, Green finds his 
AFL unions in a small minority, 
facing the prospect of being bar­ 
red from bargaining should Lewis’ 
United Auto Workers demonstrate 
a majority. 
Green is not so sure, 
now, about exclusive bargaining 
right for a majority. 
Few Enforcements 
The legal questions Involved in 
sitdowns remain unsolved, almost 
untouched. 
No one claims that 
sitdown strikers have a legal right 
to remain unworking in the em­ 
ployers’ 
plants. 
Moral 
right, 
practical right, there is an argu­ 
ment there, hut legal right, no. 
Yet tho law has been literally 
enforced 
against 
only a small 
minority of sitdowners. The Fan- 
steel strike in Chicago, the Elec­ 
tric Boat strike in Groton, Conn., 
the 
Douglas 
Aircraft strike at 
Santa Monica, Calif., are among 
the few where sitdowners were 
driven violently or by a show of 
force from their posts. 
Every thoughtful person is con­ 
cerned with this clash 
between 
the traditional law's of property 
and the de facto procedure of the 
sltdowrn 
strike. 
No 
important 
suggestions 
for 
reconciling the* 
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tw'o have been forthcoming. 
A Michigan 
legislator has of­ 
fered a bill making it a felony for 
either party to a labor dispute to 
attempt negotiations while In pos­ 
session of the property of the oth­ 
er. 
State governors like Cross of 
Connecticut, Hoffman of New Je r­ 
sey, and Quinn of Rhode Island 
have announced uncompromising 
adherence to the legal code of to­ 
day. 
Tho conflict between the “hu­ 
man rights” of sitdown strikers 
and 
tho property rights of em­ 
ployers is going to be a knotty one 
for lawyers to chew on for some 
time.

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RAIL FENCES 
AID WILDLIFE 


Wood Typos Cive Shelter 
to Many Birds and 
Small Animals 


Rail felicia of tho familiar zJir- 
zag typo and others such as still 
a re to be seen in some parts of 
Delta county, notably in the Clar 
den peninsula and other sections 
which were settled to farms many 
years ago are being boosted for 
the aid they give the small types 
of wildlife. 
Believing 
that 
the rail fence 
plays a real p art in the produc­ 
tion and protection of birds and 
animals, Dr. Miles Pirnie. director 
of the W. G. Kellogg Bird Sanctu­ 
ary near Battle Creek, has set up 
several specimen stretches of rail 
fence. 
These have received much 
favorable comment from visitors 
who appreciate th e rural atmos­ 
phere which these old-type fences 
produce. 
“ The 
commonest type of rail 
fence 
is 
th e 
so-called 
snake 
fence.” Dr. Pirnie says. 
“ This is 
laid one rail on top of the other, 
in zig-zag fashion, at. wide angles 
to each other. 
The fence is held 
in place by the rails themselves. 
or by braces used in pairs at the 
in te r a c tio n s .” 
There 
are 
two 
specimens of this type of fence at 
the Kellogg Sanctuary. 
Another 
type 
of 
rail 
fence 
which 
requires 
more 
labor to 
build 
Is 
the “stake and rider 
fence, which is laid up between 
posts in a straight 
line, 
rather 
than zig-zag. 
A similar type of 
fence is very common in Maryland 
and 
Pennsylvania 
and is often 
used w'here lack of room does not 
permit 
th e 
zig-zag type. 
It is 
characterized by having rails in­ 
serted in large holes in the posts 
Dr. Pirnie says that 
farmers 
should think twdce before burning 
tip their old rail fences. 
Nothing 
is more picturesque than the sight 
of the angling rail fence, and no 
type of borderline is m ore useful 
for birds and many other wild ani­ 
mals. 
These fences are a perfect 
baffle between dogs and wildlife, 
while 
th e 
vines and shrubbery 
which invariably grow’ over and 
between the rails provide cover 
and food of first quality. 
Even though th e re a re no rail 
fences present on a property, new 
ones can soon be m ade to look as 
if they have been th e re a long 
time, s a y s Pirnie. 
There is no 
better way of "antique-ing” an 
estate th a n to establish a worn 
rail fence. 
In only a few years 
natural 
growth 
will m ake the 
fence look like acentury-old divid­ 
ing line. 
Small pines, sumac, and wood- 
pine are all suitable for planting 
near th e rails. 
Bittersweet and 
other creeping vines are also help­ 
ful.

These Facts? 


If an individual, or an organize 
Mon. desires to construct a summer 
home, hotel, garage, golf course, 
church, fur farm, observatory, or 
apiary, develop a mineral spring, 
gravel pit, or cut hay on govern­ 
ment owned lands in the National 
Forest, permits are 
granted 
for 
such uses and many 
others 
and 
they are called special use per­ 
mits. 
In the interests of the pub­ 
lic in general and efficiency in ad ­ 
ministration. certain areas are des 
ignated for the particular use for 
which they are best suited. 
Thus. 
a summer home site on the shores 
of a lake may have other summer 
homes nearby, separated by nat­ 
ural cover, but not in the immedi­ 
ate vicintiy of a sawmill or gravel 
pit. 
Special use permits are divided 
into two main divisions, free and 
paid permits 
Paid permits of a 
non-commercial type are paid an ­ 
nually and the cost varies from 
approximately $5 to $25 per year. 
Twenty-five per cent of 
all 
the 
funds received from special use 
permits is turned over to the re 
sportive counties in which they are 
located. 
This same procedure is 
also followed in the sale of govern 
ment timber and any other source 
of revenue received by the federal 
government. 
Term permits, not to exceed a 
maximum of thirty years, are also 
issued and constitute

definite 
contract between the government 
and the permittee.

are issued for hotel, or resort sites.

However, fresh-caught sm elt pro­ 
perly prepared for table use, have 
few equals. 
They are on a par 
with perch and other small pan 
fishes. 
Many place them on the 
same plane as the brook trout.

E F F E C T OF SMELT IS 
STILL UNCERTAIN 
It is still too early to venture 
predictions on what the eventual 
effect of the introduction of smelt 
in Michigan waters will be. 
S tu d ­ 
ies m ade of the fish thus far are 
best summed up by Albert Stoll, 
Jr., outdoor editor of the Detroit 
News as follows: 
“ Fish scientists concerned with 
the study of tho fisheries of the 
Great Lakes district are not in ac­ 
cord as to the economic status of 
the Atlantic smelt, which was in­ 
troduced 
into 
Michigan waters 
over 20 years ago. 
Some hold to 
the belief that the fish is destruc­ 
tive of the spawn and fry of m ore 
desirable 
game 
and 
food fish 
found in the lakes and th at its 
presence and rapid spread might 
bring about the extinction of lake 
trout and whitefish. Owing to its 
small size and the need for han­ 
dling it quickly for m arket p u r­ 
poses 
they see no great future 
ahead of the smelt as a valuable 
commercial species. 
“ There 
is 
another school of 
thought, 
however, that believes 
th e smelt is a coming commercial 
species and eventually will be the 
leader in commercial fishing. 
It 
is this group that has m ade care­ 
ful examinations of the food hab­ 
its of the smelt the past few’ years, 
and the examination of over 2,500 
stomachs revealed that they had 
eaten exceedingly small amounts 
of other fish food and practically 
no spawn. 
Even those taken on 
reefs and spawning beds of lake 
trout, during the spawning sea­ 
son, had been feeding on small 
m arine animals known as mysis 
and 
amphipods w’hich occur in 
myriads on the lake bottom. 
These same scientists say tha*t 
a considerable portion of the food 


The black spruce is found 
on 
moist sites throughout the Upper 
Peninsula. 
The leaves are four-sided and 
mounted on a scale 
like 
base, 
one-fourth to three-fourths inch 
long, they a re bluish-green, and 
persistent for 7 to IO years. The 
cones are ovate, one and one- 
half inches 
long, 
maturing the 
first season, green, tinged with 
purple, becoming light brown at 
maturity and remaining on 
the 
tree for many years. 
On good sites, mature 
trees 
reach a height of sixty to seventy 
feet and a diameter of one foot, 
while on poor sites, in stagnated 
swamps, the growth is much less. 
It is not unusual on poor sites 
for a m a tu re tree to he only 
a 
few feet in height. 
The crown is dense and n a r­ 
row’. conical in form, extending 
nearly to the ground, except in 
dense stands. The bark is thin. 
and broken on the surface into 
thin gray-brown scales. The wood 
is light, soft, not strong, 
pale 
yellow-white, with thin sapwood, 
and is used for paper pulp. It is 
als*o cut extensively 
To t 
Christ­ 
mas trees. 
For forestry purposes it will 
be used only in cold wet swamps 
w’here other trees will not grow. 
Its grow’th is slow* and as a tree 
it is not ordinarily 
suited 
for 
ornamental plantings.

SMELT ALREADY' IN 
VALUABLE CLASS 
Despite any individual opinions 
on th e value of smelt as a com­ 
mercial species of fish. 
The smelt 
has arrived. 
In Michigan waters, 
the record shows that 1.439.496 
pounds of smelt were sold in the 
year 193 5. netting the fishermen 
the sum of $48,472.30. 
Compar­ 
ed with the total of over $2,000,- 
000 th a t is not a huge sum but it 
represents the income from the 
ninth most valuable of 23 species 
of commercial fish taken in the 
state controlled waters. 
That th e value of smelt should 
increase is commonly 
acceptexl. 
The value of th e take in this 
state more th an doubled in 19 35 
over th a t of the previous year. 
The figures for 193 6 are not yet 
available 
b u t as the fish have 
greatly increased and tho harvest­ 
ing of this crop has suffered no 
abatem ent it can be safely predic­ 
ted th a t th e monetary return to 


the people of the state w’ill con­ 
tinue to grow’.

our entire naval policy wo shall 
continue to bo entangled. But we 
go 
on 
further 
entangling our­ 
selves. totally unwilling to take 
the 
drastic 
measures, economic 
and naval, which might make us 
more independent, while we de­ 
lude ourselves that we are not in­ 
volved at all. 
I 
do 
not know what the re­ 
sponse would be if the President 
should call an international dis­ 
arm am ent conference. 
Probably 
he would not call It unless he had 
sounded out the possibilities of a 
favorable 
response 
beforehand 
But heaven knows that somebody 
should call one! 
Heaven knowf 
that if general and gradual dis­ 
arm am ent 
does 
not begin very 
soon, we, as well as the rest of 
the world are In for an accumula­ 
tion of financial 
and 
economic 
problems which may bring on re 
suits as unhappy as war itself. 
There are just two choices before 
the world at this moment: to ruin 
itself by a spending program for 
arms which will make social ex­ 
penditures look like the five-and- 
ten. without adding to tho public 
welfare, and which may end in 
large-scale 
war; 
or to make a 
volte face and return to the con­ 
sideration of differences by reas­ 
on, collaboration, 
and 
compro­ 
mise. 
The result of continuing 
the first policy Is perfectly cer­ 
tain: W ar or ruin, or War and 
Ruin. 
The worst that can be said 
of the second is that it might fail. 
rn

* 
We aro all still under tho dis­ 
illusioning influence of the last 
disarm am ent 
conference 
which 
failed miserably when 
Germany 
walked out on it. 
But I wish that 
more 
people 
would 
read 
Mr. 
Wheeler Bennett’s “Pipe Dream of 
Peace,” which is a day-to-day ac­ 
count. of that conference. 
From it 
one sees, to be sure that the dis­ 
arm am ent hoped for through that 
conference was a plpe-dream. But 
one also sees how close, how trag­ 
ically close, the nations came to a 
settlement. 
Just a little 
more 
elasticity here, Just a little more 
common 
sense 
there, 
and the 
thing might have come off. There 
is no other way, no one has sug­ 
gested any other method, of halt­ 
ing the International armaments 
race except through a resumption 
of the method of conference and 
agreement. 
So 
before any one 
stands up and howls against our 
instigating or participating in any 
move in that direction, he had 
better consider the alternatives. 
Tho wealth of the world, its cur­ 
rent and future income, is being 
pushed at this moment into the 
maw of war machines at a rate 
without parallel In history. 
The 
arm am ent 
going on now is in­ 
comparably more grandiose than 
that prior to 1914. 
England, af­ 
ter twelve years of government 
frugality and retrenchment, has 
changed 
her 
whole policy at a 
stroke. 
The 
British know that 
posterity cannot, or will not, pay 
either for past wars or for previ­ 
ous preparation for wars. 
If a 
government pays for Its arms pro­ 
gram by deficit financing, it is! 
likely to create a disastrous infla­ 
tion, and therefore the arms bills 
must be paid, in large part, out 
of current income. 
The British 
people, therefore, face a crushing 
taxation, as the result of a propos­ 
al to spend at least seven billion 
dollars on weapons, 
within 
the 
next three or four years. 
That proposal affects us imme­ 
diately. 
We aro entangled in it 
unless we change our naval poli­ 
cy. 
For our naval policy is to 
build 
to 
parity 
with 
Britain. 
Three of Britain’s tentative seven 
billions are to be spent on ships 
and 
naval 
bases 
alone. 
That 
means that we must build more 
HhipS— and more naval bases to 
take care of them. 
We pass a 
mandatory neutrality bill, design­ 
ed to keep our merchant ships off 
the high seas in time of war, but 
our war ships are not built for the 
defense of our coast in mind. 
A 
thousand submarines might do for 
that. 
Our ships are designed for 
extreme 
cruising 
radius. 


are designed to carry war to a dis­ 
tant enemy. 
The navy, apparent­ 
ly, hasn’t even heard of the neu­ 
trality bill. 
Our naval program is tied to 
Britain’s, and Britain’s 
defense 
program is tied up with that, of 
the rest of the world. 
The Ital­ 
ians have just built tho two most 
powerful ships in existence— the 
Littorio and the Vittorio Veneto. 
They aro 3 5,000-ton 
battleships 
carrying nine 15-inch guns and 
having 
a 
speed 
of 
thirty-five 
knots. 
The only present British 
ship of comparable 
speed 
and 
fighting power is the old Hood. 
So Britain must build to this mod­ 
el, and we must build to Britain! 
"The Banker,” a usually reliable 
London 
publication, 
estimates 
that the Germans have spent 12% 
billion 
dollars 
In the last four 
years on armaments, or 3 billion 
dollars a year— a sum equal to 
half of the annual United States 
budget. 
I publish these figures 
with reservations; 
tho Informa­ 
tion is secret in Germany. 
But in 
any case. this, apparently, is the 
expenditure with 
which Britain 
thinks 
she 
must compete. 
The 
Dutch are arming, fearing trouble 
from Japan in the East Indies. All 
the little nations, who for so long 
happily 
spent their incomes on 
other things, are feverishly trying 
to 
protect 
themselves— Swoden, 
and 
Denmark, Switzerland, Bel­ 
gium! Even Austria. 
* 
* 
♦ 
France is about to float an in­ 
ternal loan of 10% billion francs 
for arms, 
lier financial situation 
is bad. 
She is looking for money, 
outside. 
If the franc should col­ 
lapse. It is ridiculous to say that 
we would not be affected. We are 
entangled with France and Eng 
land in th© 
tripartite 
currency 
agreement, and we accepted the 
entanglement because we realized 
after the world debacle of 1930 
that there is no possible means of 
■escape. 
If France radically deval­ 
ues and England follows her, does 
any one think that it will not af­ 
fect us? 
We didn’t know how to 
clear ourselves in 1930 and we 
don’t know now.

Therefore, if any move is made 
to halt this ruinous business, let 
us be careful before wo roundly 
denounce it. 
Even a faint hope
